Remark 

1. Claim 19 has been cancelled, and claim 21 has been added. Pending claims are claims 1- 
18, and 20-21 for reconsideration.

2. Claims 1-18, and 20-21 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record issued to Liu et al fails to teach or suggest a circuit system for 
wireless communication for transmitting and receiving radio frequency (RF) via a first and a 
second antenna comprising a printed circuit board, an antenna switch, a first filter, a first 
matching network, a converter, a transceiver down converter, a second filter, a second matching 
network, a power amplifier and an arrangement of the circuitry including the matching network 
as cited in claims 1, and 10; and similarly in claims 18 and 21 for a radio frequency (RF) front 
end circuit system for transmitting and receiving RF signals via a first and a second antenna with 
details features and arrangements, particularly, a printed circuit board having a predetermined 
area devoid of a solder mask, and an antenna switch, a filter and a power amplifier all mounted 
within the predetermined area as noted in the claims.
